Nearly  1000  persons  literally 
jammed  into  St.  Anne’s  Church 
Hall  on  Sunday,  April  24,  to  hear 
Congressman  William  WidnaU’s 
(R-7th)  discussion  of  FEDERAL 
AID  TO  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS. 
Many  persons  had  to  be  turned 
away  due  to  lack  of  adequate 
room. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of 
St.  Anne’s  Parish  (some  60  vrs.) 
has  there  been  such  an 
encouraging  attendance  as  re¬ 
gards  quantity  and  quality.  Mayor 
Richard  Vander  Plaat  of  'Fair 
Lawn  and  Mayor  Albert  St. 
George  of  East  Paterson  were 
in  attendnace  along  with  several 
members  of  their  respective 
Councils.  Dr.  Ralph  Osborne, 
Superintendent  of  Fair  Lawn 
Public  Schools,  and  Mr.  Barry 
Tedesco,  Asst.  Superintendent, 
were  present  in  union  with  many 
teachers,  from  the  private  and 
public  schools.  Many  priests, 


Sisters,  ministers,  and  laity  also 
attended.  The  President  and 
members  of  Citizens’  for  Educa¬ 
tional  Freedom  (CEF),andmem- 
bers  of  Bergen  County  Catholic 
Education  Association (CEA),  and 
a  host  of  other  dignitaries  were 
in  the  audience. 

Mr.  Widnall  said  in  his  dis¬ 
cussion  that  the  days  of  second- 
class  citizenry  for  students 
attending  private  schools  ‘‘are 
now  behind  us.”  He  noted  that 
private  schools  save  the  govern¬ 
ment  $3.5  billion  a  year  and 
educate  over  7  million  students. 
Six  million  of  these  are  educated 
in  Catholic  schools  and  others 
are  in  school  under  the  auspices 
of  Lutherans,  Jews.  Christian 
Reformed,  Seventh  Day  Adven¬ 
tists. 

Because  of  the  increased 
financial  burden  of  these  pri¬

1 
indicated  that  more  federal  aid 
for  these  schools  would  be  forth¬ 
coming  and  he  emphasized: 


Hon. William  Widnall 

"What  oenefits  private  and 
parochial  schools  also  benefits 
America.’* 

Mr.  Widnall  said  that  giving 
public  aid  to  private  schools  is 
an  emotional  issue  beset  with 
political  philosophies.  "How¬ 
ever,’  he  insisted,  "there  is  a 
new  approach.  Public  attitudes 
have  changed  and  this  has  been 
evident  with  the  recently-passed 
Elementary  -  Secondary  Educa¬ 
tion  Act  of  1965  (PI  89-10) . 

Public  opinion  polls  indicate  a 
new  attitude  towards  giving  public 
funds  for  private  schools.” 

Mr.  Widnall’s  discussion  was 
presented  by  a  group  of  inter¬ 
ested  St.  Anne’s  (Fair  Lawn) 
and  St.  Leo’s  (East  Paterson) 
parishioners.  The  discussion  was 
presented  in  the  sincere  hope 
that  it  would  serve  to  clarify  the 
contitutional  issues  involved  in 
Federal  Aid  and  to  cause  a  more 
widespread  recognition  of  the 
massive  contribution  of  the  pri¬ 
vate  and  religiously-orientated 
schools  to  the  public  welfare.  It 
was  also  the  hope  that  this  dis¬ 
cussion  would  provide  a  basis 
for  a  continuing  dialogue -both 
enlightened  and  benficial  to  the 
public  interest.  It  has  been  the 
American  experience  in  the  past  - 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  so  in 
the  future-that  all  men  of  good¬ 
will  who  discuss  problems  of 
common  concern  will  in  the  end 
yield  results  satisfactory  for  all.

which  the  rents  had  been  recently 


Now,  do  you  wonder  why  every 
little  town  "must”  have  an  in¬ 
dustrial  park,  a  youth  center,  a 
cultural  center,  senior  housing, 
and  all  the  rest?  We  are  told 
there  will  be  no  need  for  trans¬ 
portation  because  we  will  all 
live  within  walking  distance  from 
everything.  No  garages  are 
shown  on  the  maps  for  these 
new  communities.  Neither  is 
there  any  mention  as  to  where 
churches  will  be  located.  In  fact 
one  planner  referred  to  churches 
as  nuisances. 

An  excellent  issue  of  Life 
magazine  last  December  covers 
much  of  this  subject.  The  ques¬ 
tion  arises:  if  we  will  all  live . 
within  walking  distance  of  every¬ 
thing,  it  means  that  we  will  have 
to  live,  work  and  shop  in  these 
self-sufficient  communities. 
Then,  it  will  not  be  a  matter  of 
"accepting”  either  Negroes  or 
whites  because  both  Negroes  and 
whites  will  have  to  "accept”  this 
plan  of  living  without  having  any¬ 
thing  to  say  about  it.  We  shall 
all  be  equal  slaves  under  the  dic¬ 
tatorship. 

The  "new  communities’  pro¬ 
gram  has  already  begun  in  our 
own  area.  Right  across  the  River 
from  us  in  Paterson,  the  housing 
authority  condemned  300  good 
homes,  made  300  families  home¬ 
less,  razed  the  buildings  and 
turned  over  the  property  to  pri¬ 
vate  developers  for  an  industrial 
park.  In  the  court  action  brought 
by  the  property  owners,  it  was 
revealed  that  the  report  of  the 
survey  team  had  been  tampered 
with,  and  the  word  "undll- 
apidated”  was  erased  and  made 
to  read  "dilapidated”.  The  hous¬ 
ing  official  admitted  to  the  court 
that  the  report  has  been  changed. 
Was  the  official  punished?  The 
300  homeowners  lost  the  case 
and  their  homes,  and  the  official 
continued  in  his  job. 

We  can  see  the  plan  beginning 
to  emerge  in  the  reshaping  of 
‘  our  cities  and  towns.  In  Pat¬ 
erson  also,  an  almshouse  was 
torn  down  to  be  made  into  a 
park  of  five  acres,  and  a  new 
high  school  was  built  in  the 
middle  of  Westside  Park.  Over 
in  Passaic,  a  high-rise  senior 
apartment  house  was  placed  in 
a  park,  while  parkland  will  be 
located  elsewhere.  This  was 
done  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
across  the  street  there  was  a 
privately-owned  apartment  house 
with  40  vacant  apartments  on

reduced. 

Why  is  all  this  shuffling  being 
done?  To  conform  with  the  re¬ 
gional  pattern  of  the  "new  com¬ 
munities",  without  the  “consti¬ 
tutional  barriers”  of  city  and 
county  boundary  lines.  Housing, 
parks,  industries,  schools,  air 
and  water  pollution,  transporta¬ 
tion,  garbage  disposal,  police  and 
fire  departments,  health  services 
including  mental  health,  court 
facilities,  are  all  vehicles  to  be 
used  as  an  excuse  for  consoli¬ 
dating  or  regionalizing  our  local 
governments  so  that  the  citizens 
will  no  longer  have  control.  New 
self-sufficient  communities  will 
be  surrounded  by  wide  "green 
belts.”  Will  this  serve  as  the 
modem  “Chinese  Wall”  to  keep 
us  under  control?  Think  about 
itl

“A  Prayer  of  Praise’ 

When  we  do  things  that  please 
God,  we  shall  also  find  that  it 
blesses  us.  For  example;  prayer. 
It  pleases  God  to  have  us  pray 
to  him;  and  if  we  pray  sincerely 
and  believingly,  it  also  results 
in  a  blessing  to  us.  To  be  more 
specific;  let  us  take  a  Prayer 
of  Praise.  May  I  suggest  you 
pray  one  today? 

Most  prayers  we  pray,  all  to 
often  are  “gimme’ prayers.  “Oh! 
Lord,  gimme  this  or  gimme 
that.”  A  prayer  of  praise  is  a 
prayer  that  is  more  concerned 
with  glorifying,  God;  than  it  is 
with  getting  for  self.  If  you  would 
come  to  pray  such  a  prayer 
today;  then  may  I  suggest  you 
read  Psalm  150:2  as  a  basis 
for  your  prayer. 

This  verse  of  Scripture  tells 
us  to  praise  Him  for  “his 
mighty  acts.’

One  is  lead  almost 
immediately  to  think  of  “His 
mighty  acts”  of  Creation.  Thank 
Him  for  the  earth  He  made.

Thank 
Him  for  the  rain  which  comes  as 
part  of  His  creation.  “Thank  you 
Jesus,  who  made  me,”  said  the 
little  boy  in  his  table  grace;  and 
why  not?!  Certainly  you  should 
praise  Him  for  His  mighty  act 
of  creating  mankind;  your¬ 
self  included.  And  also  that  He 
sustains  you. 

Then  also  in  your  prayer  of 
praise  you  might  praise  Him  for 
“His  mighty  acts”  of  Redemp¬ 
tion.

IT'S  A  SHAME  L.A.  DIDN’T  TAKE  IT 

I  was  more  than  a  little  sorry  that  the  Boston  Celtics  beat  the 
Los  Angeles  Lakers  last  Thursday  to  win  their  8th  straight  N.B.A. 
title.  Not  because  I  dislike  the  Celtics,  I  don’t;  not  because  they 
didn’t  deserve  to  win  the  title,  they  did;  not  because  they  are  no 
longer  the  Great  Celtics  of  the  past;  they  still  are;  and  not  because 
I’m  tired  of  seeing  them  win  it;  though  I  am.  The  two  main  reasons 
are:  1)  Boston  finished  behind  Philadelphia  in  their  division,  and 
therefore  are  not  even  divisional  champs,  2)  The  Lakers  have 
played  tremendous  ball  all  season  and  especiaUy  in  that  playoff 
series  (including  also  the  fact  that  they  did  earn  a  playoff  berth 
by  winning  their  division). 

Wh^t  has  happened  this  season  is  a  good  example  of  why  the 
current  “playoff”  system  is  ridiculous.  If  a  team  is  number  one 
in  their  division  after  a  hundred  or  so  games  they,  and  only  they, 
deserve  the  right  to  play  the  champion  in  the  other  division.  What 
would  have  happened  if  the  Knicks  got  lucky  for  eight  or  ten  games 
and  ended  up  going  into  the  playoffs  and  Baltimore  got  lucky  and 
to  k  the  playoffs  in  the  West.  Can  you  imagine  the  Knicks  defeating 
the  Bullets  and  reigning  as  World  Champions,  while  finishing  last 
in  their  division?  It  would  be  nice. .. for  K nick  fans.  I  agree  it’s  a  far¬ 
fetched  situation,  BUT  IT  CAN  HAPPEN! 


Secondly  the  Lakers  have  played  the  kind  of  ball  that  makes  a 
championship.  They  overcame  the  loss  and  slow  start  of  Elgin 
Baylor  for  part  of  the  season  to  take  their  division  by  a  wide  margin. 
Then  they  were  unjustly  forced  to  play  the  teams  they  knocked  around 
all  season  for  a  chance  for  the  crown;  a  chance  they  automatically 
earned  and  deserved  by  the  end  of  the  season.  Well,  they  proved 
that  they  weren’t  just  a  flash-in-the-pan  by  once  again  winning  the 
Western  Division  title.  But  it  was  their  fine  performance  in  the  play¬ 
offs  that  made  me  sorry  that  they  didn’t  take  it  aU.  First  they  came 
from  nowhere,  after  being  down  3  games  to  1  and  being  counted 
out  already  by  everyone,  to  sweep  two  big  ones  in  a  row  to  force 
the  series  into  a  final  game.  Then  on  Thursday,  they  proved  what  a 
fine  team  they  are.

AS  ORDINANCE  CHAIRMAN,  I  have  no  objection  to  changing  the 
membership  of  the  Shade  Tree  Committee  from  the  present  three 
members  to  five  members  as  requested  by  the  Mayor  and  Shade  Tree 
Committee.  An  amendment  confirming  this  action  and  changing  the 
terms  of  the  appointees  should  be  ready  for  introduction  at  the  next 
Council  meeting,  May  3. 

There  is  no  point  in  amending  the  “Dog  Ordinance'*  for  it  is  my  ’ 
feeling  that  the  present  “Dog  Ordinance*’  and  its  amendments  are 
perfectly  clear  and  concise. 

In  order  that  dog  owners  be  acquainted  with  the  “DOG  Ordinance’’ 
and  its  amendments,  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  a  copy  of  such 
be  given  to  every  dog  owner  who  renews  or  newly  acquires  a  dog 
license.  This  will  result  in  a  better  understanding  of  the  do’s  and 
don’ts  of  the  ordinance. 

I  might  add  that  it  would  be  a  good  practice  for  the  borough,  issuing 
licenses,  to  have  summaries  of  existing  codes  and  ordinances  dis¬ 
tributed  at  the  time  of  requests  for  permits  and  licenses  for  building, 
health,  plumbing,  electrical,  fire  and  all  other  matters  that  require 
permission  to  be  granted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  or  subordinate 
boards. 

In  cases  such  as  the  building  codes  and  others  which  are  lengthy, 
a  summary  report  as  to  the  requirements  and  restrictions  should  be 
distributed  noting  application  requirements. 

An  informed  public,  aware  of  their  responsibilities  insures  a  better 
cooperative  civic  spirt.  Finally — 

NO  MATTER  HOW  MANY  ORDINANCES  ARE  PASSED,  BETTER 
ENFORCEMENT  BY  OUR  POLICE  DEPT.  AND  RESPONSIBLE

Automation:  Newsweek  Magazine 
carried  this  thought-provoking 
advertisement  inserted  by  War¬ 
ner  &  Swasey,  Cleveland  Ohio, 
producers  of  precision  mach¬ 
inery  since  1880: 

AUTOMATION  is  another  name  for  making 
jCX  life  more  comfortable  —  and  doesn’t  everyone 
want  that?  But  not  at  the  expense  of  jobs;  so — 
look  at  the  record. 

1  — If  Detroit  had  not  been  automating  since  the 
1920’s,  a  modern  car  would  cost  $65,000,  a 
national  authority  believes.  There  would  be  pre¬ 
cious  few  of  them,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
jobs  in  automobile  plants,  tire  factories,  steel 
mills,  gasoline  refineries,  road  construction  simply 
would  not  exist. 

2 —  Washing  machines,  driers,  ironers,  dish¬ 
washers,  and  a  dozen  more  have  automated  our 
kitchens.

And 
lower  costs  increase  markets  which  means  more 
workers  are  needed  (at  better  wages)  to  fill  the 
new  and  greater  demand.
